In the action taken 'today the Rus-

but it wuTnot either bring peace or afford security 
for peace if the insurgents stand by their demands. 
It has been said and repeated with accumulating posi- 
tiveness that the resignation and retirement of Pres- 
ident Porfirio Diaz is the one necessary condition to 
absolute peace. It may be that the president, who 
surely must have some wish for a bit of rest before he 
passes on, has it in mind to step out of the way as 
soon as he can give the country a more acceptable set 
of ministers and get the way paved for the great re- 
forms that are demanded. 
At all events, President 


Diaz shows a sensible disposition to admit the pos- 
sibility of bettering affairs and to take steps to do it. 
There is reason to believe the situation, in Mexico is 
steadily growing worse for the government. 
The 


army is a poor reliance. It is a- slow-moving, incapable 
arm of the government and not at all the efficient mili- 
tary agency it has long been represented to be. There 
needs only some important and spectacular victory 
by the insurgents to kindle the flames of a general' 
uprising and if the flower of the Mexican army Is

tinue his concessions to peace.

WEEK. 


.Health Week .begins in Fort Wayne Monday. 
It 


is to mark the inauguration of a relentless war against 
tuberculosis. 
The White Plague is the worst of all 


of humanity's scourges. 
It is the worst because it 


•never ceases. The great epidemics that sweep coun- 
tries of the far east and that once ravaged Europs 
come and pass on: Tuberculosis never ceases its rav- 
ages. 'It never' retreats until resisted. It spreads as 
it is; permitted to spread and multiplies its victims 
most where there is least vigilance. It is the deliberate 
judgment of science that tuberculosis, which annually 
claims more victims than any other human malady, 
can'be wiped out altogether by educating the people 
to constant practice of such ways of cleanliness and 
correct living as make it impossible for the germs of 
the disease to exist or to spread. 
Human kind 


can'ward off all peril from the great white plague by 
simple means that add little or nothing to the ex- 
pense of living and multiply neither the inconveniences 
or annoyances of the daily life. Health Week is de- 
signed to gain the interest and to improve the intel- 
ligence of the people of Fort Wayne in this matter. 
It imposes no hardship, no expense that is not volun- 
tarily born, no compulsory obligations on any one. 
It is for the public good and the public can show its 
appreciation only by becoming interested. 


CURING SICK APPLE TREES. 


(American Cultivator.) 


There are many hundreds of apple trees in New England! 


which are not profitable to their owners. These trees can 
easily be dehorned and pruned-so that they will form new 
heads down near the ground, which will bear profitable 
crops before young t,recs could be brought Jnto bearing. 
The idea, of renovating old orchards started with George 
A. Drew, o£ Greenwich, Conn., and has been taken up and 
tried successfully by many fruit growers and experiment 
stations. 


The trees, If very tall, should be headed back at least 


one-third of their' height. 
All dead limbs should be re- 


moved, also the diseased twigs and branches. All the thick 
branches should be thinned out, so a.s to allow the sun and 
air in among them. The coarse and rough bark should now 
be scraped off, because many insects winter in the cracks 
and lay eggs there. The wounds made by sawing off limbs 
should be tarred or painted over with a thick lead paint. 
This is to prevent insects getting a foothold in the cracks 
and also to prevent rotting. 


J£ the tree Is at all diseased it should be sprayed with 


some soluble oil in the fall, and again In the spring with 
lime and sulphur. The' big secret o£ success in spraying is 
to spray thoroughly, cover everything- on the tree and cover 
it well. 
As soon as the trees start bearing, thinning of 


fruit should be practiced, and in this way get better and 
more fruit, because what fruit is left will attain a better 


MAKE 'EM WAIT.

In fulfilment of a platform pledge, congress enacted a 


postal savings bank law nearly a year ago. 
It wouldn't 


do, however, to induce people to be too precipitate in 
saving their money. 
So after much deliberation postal 


savings banks were opened In forty-eight postoffices—one 
in each state. The banks have been so well patronized that 
the postoffice officials estimate that if all the money order 
postofflces in the country were to receive savings, at least 
200 million dollars would be deposited in them within n 
year. 
Most of this money, of course, would come from 


banks improvised from stockings and old coffee pots. 


But it never is wise to accommodate people too quickly. 


Make 'em wait and they appreciate favors more. So con- 
gress at the recent session made a- provision for the exten- 
sion of the banks to only a sma.li percentage more of the 
sixty thousand postoffices. 


Perhaps in another generation the law will be carried 


out as the people supposed it would be last year. Then 
the country will be all the more grateful to a beneficent 
concress.

Word has reached here from London 


that underwriting 
arrangements

proceeding with a view to the early 
flotation o£ a company to deal with 
the Immense deposits of the famous 
Soda lake at Magadi, in East Africa. 
It is stated that the capitalization of 
the company will be about $5,000,000. 
The government is said to be pre- 
pared to co-operate with the company 
by extending'the Ugandi railway to 
the lake. Engineers estimate tlie de- 
posits at 200,000,000 tons. 


The lake is described as a 'fen- inches 


of reddish water covering a bottom re- 
sembling pink marble, the whole form- 
ing an area of at ijast 20 square miles, 
covered with a deposit of solid soda 
This famous soda lake is'described as 
follows: 


The southern extremity of the lake 


is about 15 miles from the frontier of 
German East Africa. The description 
of the lake is somewhat misleading, for 
what in the case of an ordinary lake 
would be water consists at Magadi of 
a solid deposit of soda, with a hard 
surface 
looking like 
pink 
marble. 


During the wet season, which in this 
region is very short, the surface is 
covered with a few inches of water, 
but immediately after the cessation of 
the rains the whole surface becomes 
dry, with the exception of a margin 
about 30 yards wide. Even during the 
wet season, however, the amount of 
water on the surface in no way ren- 
ders impracticable the working of the 
the deposit. For many years Indians 
from Nairobi, who use the soda for 
washing purposes and as snuff, have 
been removing it from the lake with- 
out regard to the season. 
The area 


of this remarkable deposit of soda is 
about SO square miles. 


The deposit is divided Into severa 


distinct layers, of which the top layei 
is about 10 inches thick.

block of soda is removed the "mother 
liquor" rises to the surface level aw 
immediately begins to form a fresl 
cnist- The Indians say that the crys- 
talline mass is reformed so rapidly thn 
they work (lie same spots yearxa.fte 
year. Confirmation of this was founc 
on examining severa! poles which the> 
had been using to break up the sod? 
and had left iri the holes thus made

tion as the permanent deposit. There 
nre good reasons for assuming that 
the deposit extends in a solid mass to 
the full depth of the valley containine j 
the so-called lake. 
A bore hole sunk 


to a depth of 3 feet—the greatest depth 
possible with the appliances available 
at the moment—passed through a con- 
tinuous mass of crystalline soda. As- 
suming only a. uniform depth of 0 feet 
all through the deposit, it is estimated 
that this would represent about 200,- 
000.000 tons.

| WINDOW BOXES 


A foreign custom which is we.rthy of 


imitation by Americans is the habit 
of filling the_ windows with boxes s of 
growlns 
(lowers. 
Every 
home, no 


matter how unpretentious, has Its one 
or two window box^s filled with red 
and 
pink geraniums. 
Places that 


would be devoid of anything pictur- 
R?qu« are made really beautiful 
by 


these bright touches. 
The house in 


either city or vllia«re without its win- 
dow boxes is the one to be remarked. 
The beauty of this simple decoration 
cannot he measured, and it Ls to be 
regretted it is FI> slightly adopted in 
America. This window gardcm serves 
two important purposes — It makes a 
building: much more attractive, light- 
ing up bare walls with patches, of 
beautiful color, and It brings to the oc- 
cupant of the house a. continual sug- 
gestion of the beauties of flowers. 


Window boxes should be. at least ten 


Inches wide and six or eight inches 
deep. The boxes can be made of inch 
boards nailed 
tightly 
together 
and 


painted both inside and out. Dark 
green boxes seem most desirable, as 
all colored blossoms harmonize with 
this color. 
They can be attached to 


the house by brackets, which come for 
this purpose. 
As a window box has 


the direct shelter of the house.' it usin 
be filled and started considerably earl- 
ier than a garden. 


If the plants are transferred from 


. ]iots little or no chance of their dying

growing.

Owing to the faot thnt the meeting 


was a special one, calK-j on short no- 
tice and not extensively advertised, 
not a largo i-rowd greeted the repre- 
sentatives of Hi" Purdue i-orn exten- 
sion train when they spoke at the as- 
sembly room'-of the courthouse Friday 
nlsht. Scarvf-ly fifty listeners were oil 
hand but of this small number not one 
showed lack of attention and it is 
Quite certain that at least a few of th>> 
farmers of Allen county were benifiteJ 


The train did not arrive in the city 


until nearly 7:30 o'clock and the speak- 
ers were rather late in getting to the 
assembly hall, but they were not long 
In getting the meeting started when 
they arrived. 


The work was taken up at once with- 


out preliminary speeches or introduc- 
tions. "Seed Selection" was the sub- 
ject or the flrst talk and it was veri- 
ably handled by Prof. D. F. Maixh. He 
began his lecture by telling the farm- 
era thnt in their corn grotvingr there Is 
always much room • for improvement 
and that the first thins they ought to 
consider was the selection of seed corn. 
He continued bv telling them .that the 
average yield of corn in this state was 
37 bushels to the acre and that it took 
30 bu?hels.of that, to pay the expense 
of the . growing. 
Prof. Malsh used 


charts to explain all of his points an-1 
went into detail on nearly every ex- 
planation. 
In 
concluding he said: 


"Too 
many farmers waste time o> 


planting the wrong variety of seed 
corn. .Each kind, of corn is especlall> 
adapted to certain territories and one 
ear of bad send corn planted means, t: 
the yield of the crop is good, a loss of 
$200. 
Every farmer should make a 


seed test and (hen be sure of this seed 
when he plants. See that the planter 
drops the correct number of kernels 
and that the soil Is right for the num 
her of grains that the planter drop1" 
Great care should be taken in selecting; 
ears as the growth later always follow: 
the type."

On Soil Fertilization. 


A tew questions were asked by th' 


Interested listeners and the work wa 
then taken up by Prof. S. D. Connei 
who had for his subject "Soil Fertlllza 
tion." His most important statements 
•were these,: 
"After the selection o 


the seed the next important step i 
corn growing is the attention to tli 
soil. 
Fertilizer and rotation of crop 


bring about the improvement of th 
soil. 'The best rotation is corn, whea 
and clover. • Clover supplies the nitro 
gen for its own growing and whe 
turned under at the end of the aeaso 
it puts-.nitrogen' into, the soil. Phos 
phorus, potash and nitrogen are th. 
essential elements for. corn culture.

Old Indian Traces and Wagon Roads of Earliest Pioneer Times 


-The Canal, the Steam Railroads and the Electric Interur- 
bans of the New Era-The Arrival of the First Railroad 
Train in Fort Wayne Was a Great Event in Early Fifties. 


Fort Wayne's First Railroad, the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 


Chicago, Came in 1854 and it Sounded the Death Knell of 
the Old Canal That Had Given the City its First Boom- 
Some Interesting History. 


•- During 
the 
times—years agone— 


when the Indians were alone in making 
'this region their home and for a num- 
ber of years alter the first white set- 
tltrs came to Fort Wayne, travel to 
•lid from this point was over footpaths 
and along wagon roads through the 
foreiU and by canoes up and flown 
th« three rivers which have their con- 
fluence here. 


While the Indians had their beaten 


and much-traveled paths through the 
lore«U to distant points, the rivers 
•w«re much more used. Over them the 
early traders brought their Merchan- 
dise and for many years their canoes, 
pirogues and fiat boats crowded tho 
•waters o£ the rivers at the landing 
points here. Up the Mamnee in boats 
came some ot our earliest settlers. 


Our Early Ro«d». 


The 
earliest 
roa^ls leading 
from 


Fort,Wayne were mere traces. 
They 


•went through forests and along rivers. 
Born* were- only footpaths which the 
Indians long had traveled and which 
the white man 
afterwards 
followed. 


Others had been marie -so that they 
Were used by wagons, the favored beast 
(or their drawing lining oxen. 


One of these early roads, or traces, 


was-that known as "Wayne trace. It 
went to Fort Recovery. Another went 
through the country into what Is now 
Adams county, another to Chicago,'

inents here there was not a single 
bouee visible. Then there were other 
roads on either side of the Maumee.

History of the Picture. 


The reorganization of the Pittsbtirg, 


Fort Wayne & Chicago company took 
place in 1S62 and the members named 
above constituted its board of direc- 
tors at trie time this group picture was 
taken, which was early in 1S65. It was 
the first board of directors of the re- 
organized Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago railroad. 
•- 


At that time Gen Cass—G. "W. Cass, 


of Pittsburg—was president and Judge 
Hanna was vice president, a position 
he held until the time of his death. 
•Tune It. 1S86. The idea of taking the 
photo was one suggested by the daugh- 
ter o£ Dr. Merriman. of Bucyrus. who 
was with her father attending a meet- 
ing of the board of directors at the 
St. 'Nicholas hotel in New York city 
at that time. 


H<:r suggestion was acted on and the 


directors went in a. body to the Guer- 
nry photograph gallery in that city and 
the result was the photograph, one of 
thi largest then possible. It was 36 
Inches long and twenty inches high, 
giving splendid expression to the faces 
of the men In the group. It was nec- 
essary to take it in two different sec- 
tions an<l afterwards these two sec- 
tions were joined together 
and 'the 


Railroad company and because of the 
additional fact 
that the three local 


men, whose faces appear In it, were 
among these who in the early days 
contributed so largely to tho advance- 
ment of Fort Wayne. Its reproduction 
in The Sentinel today Is the first time 
the picture has ever been shown In a 
newspaper or other publication. 


First Train Into City. 


The occasion of the arrival of the 


first train Into Fort Wayne after the 
completion of the road from Crestline 
to this city -was- a -great event in Fort 
Wayne's history ana it was grandly 
celebrated. It occurred on Wednesday 
November 15, 1854, and The Sentirie 
of the following Saturday, November 
18, gave a graphic account, from which 
we take the following: 


"Th6 opening of "our pioneer railroad 


was celebrated with becoming 
spirit 


on Wednesday last. In the morning a 
train of cars containing the mayor and 
common council; the Mad Anthony 
guards, Strubey's band, the committee 
of arrangements, and a number of our 
citizens, proceeded to Lima. 
There 


they met the train from Crestline, con- 
taining several 
hundred .prominent 


railroad men and Invited guests from 
Cincinnati, Pittsburg, Cleveland and 
other points along the line and its conj 
ectlons. They were received with loud 
acclimations, a salute was fired by the 
guards, and the band performed some 
inspiring music. 


"At Lima the large concourse par- 


took of a plenteous 
and 
sumptuous 


collation, after which the mayor of our 
city, C. Whitmore, Esq., made a brief 
address, congratulating the assemblage 
on the completion of the road and ten- 
dering them the hospitality of the city 
of Fort Wayne. 
The company. then 


re-entered the cars, tho shrill whistle 


of making our city --more 
generally ' 


known and better appreciated abroad. 
We are 'now out of the woods.' The 
railroad Is In a good condition for a 
new work, far better and smoother 
than any railroad we have ever rode 
over. When completed and ballasted 
it will not be exceeded by any road 
In the country." 


Give Us Great Boom. 


With the final completion of this our 


first railroad, a trunk line from the 
east to the west, Fort Wayne advanced 
rapidly. It gave us very soon after- 
ward the Pennsylvania shops, which 
in the years since has grown to be a 
mammoth employer of labor. It gave 
us the division point of the line. The 
division headquarters were located at 
this place and here most of the men 
on the trains made their homes. In

Calhoun street, gener- 
ally, was the same, and several private 
residences and manufacturing estab- 
lishments in other parts of the city 
were also ilHiminated. It was truly a 
magnificent spectacle and worthy the 
occasion.

We do not want anyone to think us 


crazy on the subject of temperance, 
nor do we ivlqh to be fanatical, but 
we rlo believe that It Is the livest Issue 
before the people today, and hence we 
propose to kee.p up a. constant warfare. 
We want to look at It from every pos- 
sible point of view, and this week we 
suggest that AVB think o£ it relative 
to the waste produced. 


In tabulating the causes 
of 
high 


price* and of the increased cost of liv- 
ing, most of the investigators have 
assigned as one of the chief, the waste 
of the drink habit. 
Unquestionably 


millions of dollars'are spent yearly In 
the 
various 
kinds of intoxicating 


drinks. It 1« not too much to say that 
were the money spent, or wasted, on 
stimulants put into savings hanks and 
kept there, the wealth of the country 
would be Increased >early by millions 
of dollars, and many of the pojorest 
people would be .raised to a state of 
comfort In a few years. 


There are two ways In which the 


drink habit causes wastefulness and 
poverty. 
One is t'ls direct waste of 


money by the drinkers, the other Is 
the waste of money forced upon the 
community by the treatment of in- 
ebriates and the repairing ot the 
wreckage caused by drunkenness. 


If we consider the latter case for 


an Instant we may arrive at some idea 
it the enormous wastefulness that is 
caused indirectly by the drinkers. 
In 


a single year, according to the state- 
ment of the head of the State Chari- 
ties Aid association 
of 
New 
York, 


6.065 persons were admitted to the al- 
coholic ward 
of Bellevue hospital. 


New York. The cost of keeping those 
inebriates for one year was upward of 
$36,000, of which more than $7,000 was 
spent on Inebriates who were threat- 
ened more than once In the same year. 
In the same period 13,31i> men wore 
committed 
to 
the 
workhouse for 


drunkenness. 


In addition to this expense. Is tho 


expense of the arrest and care of the 
inebriates. 
For Instance, an habitual 


drunkard in New York has been ar- 
rested 62 times since 1889, nnd has 
been supported by the city 3,033 flays 
at a cost of $2,000. 
If these, figures 


are enlarged by the additional cost 
of the arrest and treatment ot inebri- 
ates In the different cities of this coun- 
try and of men and women who are 
disabled. by the use of alcohol and 
other stimulants the sum woul(\^*nn 
up into hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars. 


It is argued, of course, that all this 


money is not wasted, that it jpasses 
back into the general fund and per- 
forms Its work in the currency of the 
world. That; is true, but It docs not 
gat back Into .the right channels. It 
does not come back to help the besot- 
ted or the 
low-waged 
•p'orkingmen. 


As a rule it goes to help, those who 
need far less than these, and a great 
porportlon ot the drink bill 
of 
the 


world is, In thU sense, an absoh|te 
waste of the 
poor.

News thinks that the temperance so- 
cieties are "working at the wrong end 
of things," because they work to do 
away with drink rather than to do 
away with poverty, which, he says,

drunkenness." 
Hunger and 


woe drive the poor man to the saloon, 
where he finds temporary 
forgetful- 


ness of his troubles." And, incidental- 
ly, he thus makes himself poorer In 
even' sense of the word. "Htmger and 
woe" do not drive the rich automobll- 
ists into the saloonrwhere they render 
themselves fit (Of•;- the accidents that 
fill the daily "papers. 
Some 
other 


causes'than "hunger arid woe" must 
be found for a great part of the social 
drinking that creates drunkenness and 
ends . in 
poverty. 
The News corre- 


spondent is greatly mistaken 
as 
to 


causes and effects. The causes for the 
drink evil are to be found in the na- 
ture of the drug alcohol, and in the 
greed of those who are willing to profit 
by other men's vices'. The drink evil 
Is a cause—not the only cause, but a 
very great pause-^qf poverty. 
How 


can .it be otherwise when this country 
spends more for alcoholics than 
for 


bread? -Two billion dollars ip a great 
deal of money for eighty .millions of 
people to waste In a year. To spend 
that sum for a blighting poison is suf- 
ficient to make temperance societies 
fight alcohol primarily, 
and 
poverty 


incidentally.—Temperance Educational 
Quarterly.

the federal government power to en- 
force state laws. U follows the com- 
mon cmirse of collecting the liquor fax 
everywhere, which in no way inter- 
feres with the suppression of the liq- 
uor traffic by the state. On the other 
hand, the payment of HIP federal tax 
may he used as evidence that one has 
Sold lifjuor. 
Thp collection of the fed- 


eral tax aids in enforcing state prohi- 
bition laws rather than otherwise. In 
no case can it be pleaded as a bar to 
prosecutions.
